We «U know bow tasteless a dub 
of cooked vegetables can be without 
the customary iprinkle of salt It 
doesn't mm to be ao gdhasaUy real¬ 
ized. however, that there" are certain 
vefatablea which actually grow bet- 
trr 11 given a little common aalt In 
thair diet. Ttieae are mostly the vege. 
Is bios wboee native home. In their 
wild ilate. was along the sea shore, 
and they Include eptnach, beets, tea 
kale and asparagus.

By tar the best way to gtvr these 
plants their ratios of salt Is to use 
sea water. The sails in the ocean are 
much more varied and complex than 
refined table Mil. and all the "good 
ness" which la washed out of our soil 
by the wtnter rains- all the trace 
efomenta and essential minerals 
must nece ss arily wind up In the 
ocaan. The easy way. then, to replace 
all these Inflnllealmal but highly Im¬ 
portant tracts of boron, manganese 
Iron, copper, coball, magnesium and 
other minerals Is to wsler the rows 
of such maritime plants with a weak 


mixture ol sea and lap water. One 
quart of sea watrr to a gaiic;' of 
fresh wil! do the trick, applied shout 
every third week throughout the 
growing season

for those gardeners who find It 
' inconvenient to bring home supplies 
of sss wsler, s reasonably good tub 
■tituts can be made up out of com¬ 
mon' household supplies as follows: 

To rich two-gsllon watering us 
of fresh walsr. add I tahlnpoonful 
table sail. 1 labiespnonful Epsom 
salts, it teaspoon borax. '< teaspoon 
permanganate of potash. H teaspoon 
iodine.
